Washington, Oct. 15.— President W il­ 
son ban approved Secretary Harrison's 
plan for increasing the army. It calls 
for an annual expenditure of $184,000,- 
000. an increase of approximately $75,- 
000,000. The plan In its approved form 
will be presented to congress with the 
lull backing of the administration.

devoted 
to coast de­ 
fenses and a substantial increase In 
the Held artillery. Details as to in­ 
creases in the personnel of the army 
have not yet been made public, but it 
probably will be from 87,000 to a total 
of 120,Out) men and a large reserve.
